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1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 USC 1 02(b) as being anticipated by the patent to 
Daems et al. (U.S.P. 6,156,416). 

2. Claims 3-1 1 , 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over either of the patents to Fujimura et al. (U.S.P. 5,006,502) or Daems 
etal. (U.S.P. 6,156,416). 

Both of these patents teach an article comprising an uncoated substrate which 
has a size coat, a polymeric (e.g. polyacrylate) image receptive layer and an image. 
Applicants' process limitation of a dye-free wrap is not dispositive of the issue of the 
patentability of the elected article claims. The articles taught by these references are the 
same as those references are the same as those elected by applicants. The relevant 
postions of these references are Daems et al. (see columnl , lines 52 and 53; column 6, 
lines 46,47, 49, 50 and 53; and column 8, lines 51 and 54) and Fujimura et al. (see Fig. 
6, column 5, lines 17-21; and column 14, lines 30 and 31).
